SKELETON DISCOVERED 


IN SAN JOSE HILLS 


The skeleton of a man was dis- 


covered Tuesday morning in a gully 
east of the Hill dairy by Jim Dar- 
nold, an employe. The dairy is locat- 
ed south of the Thorpe ranch, near 
the road which' crosses the San Jose 
hills. Darnold saw the white bones 
of the skull protruding. 
The body- 


was so close to the surface that it 
is possible it may not have been bur- 
ied, but was gradually, covered by 
an accumulation of dirt and leaves. 


Constable Saunders and the homi- 


cide squad f torn Los Angeles made a 
thorough investigation of the sur- 
roundings. The only clue found was 
a piece of an old Examiner of April. 
1922, which had been folded and plac 
ed inside the hatband. No bones ap- 
peared to "have been broken and no 
mark of violence was found on the 
skeleton. Whether it was a font'mur- 
der or a case of natural death could 
not be" determined. 
The bits 
of 


clothing which remained appeared to 
have belonged to a laborer. 


The fact has come to light that a 


man escaped from the moron colony 
just across the San Jose hills, in 1922 
and was never located. It is thoughl 
by some that thejunidentified skele 
ton may be that of the missing man

This week will see the completion 


of the stucco residence constructed 
by Mr. M. Leonhardt, president of 
the First National bank.

Beautiful in its simplicity, this

The fourth annual stockholders' 


meeting of the Covina Valley Fumi- 
gating company was held Monday, 
April 27. In every respect this was 
the most successful stockholders' 
meeting held by this company, and 
judging by the number of members 
attending, 'interest in the company 
is intense. 


Although this company was creat- 


ed at a time when its members were 
facing many awkward anti vexatious 
situations, and years following its 
inceptions have been trying in the 
extreme, the Covina Valley Fumigat- 
ing company stands today without a 
debt or an obligation. 


Frank Sherman, manager of the 


company, in addressing the meeting, 
stated that by far the greater por- 
tion of the work done by the com- 
pany during the season was spray 
work. Only forty per cent of the 
acreage (58,418 trees) were fumigat- 
ed. While the results derived from 
fumigation were generally good, he 
said, the results from spraying were 
far better. Of the various sprays, 
the scale-kill obtained from the use 
f lime-sulphur and Triumph oil ex- 
eeded all others. The best results 
btained from spraying were in the 
nonths of October and November. 


B. S. Woglum, entomologist in the 
eld department of the Exchange, 
ubstantiated many of Mr. Sher- 
nan's statements in an address he 
made to the meeting.

The following facts about the early political history 


of California are interesting to remember: The first state 
legislature was held in December, 1849, and adjourned 
April, 1850, at the little old Spanish pueblo of San Jose; 
the second one was held at San Jose, and the next two at 
Vallejo. The fifth session met at Benicia in January, 1854, 
and was moved to Sacramento in March, adjourning in 
May of the same year. Since theh, all the legislative ses- 
sions have been held at Sacramento. 


Out of the fifty-eight counties in California, twenty- 


serven of them were created on the same day and year, 
February 18, 1850; the next oldest is Placer county, cre- 
ated in 1851, and the youngest is Imperial county, made in 
1907, and still growing. 
. 
. 


The state library, which is housed m the capital at 


Sacramento, was practically started by John C. Fremont, 
who gave one hundred volumes of works on law, travels, 
medicine, government reports, and exploration in January, 
1850, to the state, and which formed the nucleus of the 
state library. The seriate adopted a resolution of thanks 
to Mr Fremont, and shortly afterwards an act was passed 
providing that all books which came into the possession 
of the state should be kept in the office of the secretary 
of state, and that he should be ex-officio state librarian. 
The state library is now under the control of five trustees, 
of which the governor of the state is always a member of 
the board.—Upland News.

>of the new boulevard from Pomona to 
Los Angeles. 
The announcement 


was made that the supervisors would 
Start work on that part of the road 
extending from El Monte to the west 
fcank of the San Gabriel river. 
The 


last obstacle was removed last week, 
when Baldwin l>ark business men 
•underwrote $3200 necessary for the 
purchi.se of rights of way and noti- 
fied the First National bank of El 
Monte, where the deeds were in es- 
crow, that the money was available. 


The local chamber of commprcu im- 


mediately voted to accept its propor- 
tion of the $3200, believing that it 
was not fair to ask the citizens of 
Baldwin Park to bear the entire -bur- 
den. 
San Dhnas, La Verne and Po- 


mona have already accepted their 
share, in proportion to the benefits 
derived. 
The members present felt 


that Covina should stand .*,i(10 on 
this amount, and a committee was 
appointed to see that the money was 


in hand and sent, to Baldwin Park 
chamber of commerce. 


The Los Angeles Rock and Gravel 


company is a heavy contributor to 
this road, having pledged itself to 
furnish the rock and gravel required 
for an eight-inch base. 


The county will include in its work 


the construction of a bridge across 
the San Gabriel river, at a cost of 
around $80,000. This road parallels 
the Pacific Electric tracks from El 
Monte to Baldwin Park. 


The remaining stretch will extend 


from Pomona to Baldwin. Park, the 
exact route not being as yet deter- 
mined. With the completion of this 
boulevard, another epoch in the-his- 
tory of Covina will have been reach- 
ed, of greater importance than any 
since the advent of the Pacific Elec- 
tric railway.

Franklin and His Kite 


Of timely Interest, la view of re- 


cent doubt cast upon Benjamin 
Franklin's kite experiment, Is the 
recent discovery of a letter written 
by Franklin on the subject In a 
book published In London In 1774, 
now In the library of the Franklin 
Institute, Philadelphia, says Popu- 
lar Science Monthly. After describ- 
ing how to make the kite with a 
pointed wire on the upright stick. 
Franklin says: 


"As soon as any of the thunder 


clouds come over the kite, the 
pointed wire will draw the electric 
fire from them, and the kite, with 
all the twine, will be electrified, 
and the loose filaments of the twine 
will stand out In every way and be 
attracted by an approaching fln- 
ger." 


"Sit on the Woolsack" 


• This expression signifies "To be 
lord chancellor of England."

lord chancellor, presiding officer of 
the bouse of lords, occupies a seat 
on a cushion stuffed with wool. It 
Is a large square bag of wool, with- 
out back or arms, and covered with 
red cloth.
